Aguilar guides space tou

Imagine yourself gliding 
weightlessly through the cosmos, 
where unfamiliar start twinkle and 
mysteriously clouded planets revolve 
in the black heaven. 

If you can picture that, you’ve just 
imagined one of the many fantasies 
that Hartnell’s J. Frederic Ching ; 
Planetarium explores. Constructed in 
1964, the planetarium is named after 


past Hartnell president and superin- 
tendent J. Frederic Ching. 

Each Thursday at 8 p.m., a visitor 
can journey to a distant galaxy and-or 
explore questions about the fate of 
mankind. Piloting the vast ship is 
planetarium director David Aguilar. 


The current planetarium program, 
“Skylab is Falling,” was written by 
Aguilar. Although shows begin at 8 
p.m., ticket-buvers line up for the 


program at 7:30 p.m. Admission to 
the show is $1.50 for adults, $1 for 
students and senior citizens and 50 
cents for children. 


Aguilar, 31, controls each 48- 
minute journey through the cosmos. 
The mastermind behind an amazingly 
complicated control panel laden with 
siren-red buttons, Aguilar single- 
handedly directs each carefully 
placed projector.

Using a finely-tuned stereo system, 
Aguilar selects music from about 25 
albums to score each show, 
sometimes utilizing only 10 or 15 
seconds of a song. 

Drawing from an immense reading 
background, the San Jose State 
graduate authors each planetarium 


. script. “I try to read a novel a week at 


least,”’ Aguilar. ‘‘| enjoy 
reading.” 

The current planetarium produc- 
tion, “Skylab is Falling,” opened 
March 1. The program explores the 
problems of the space station Skylab, 
launched by the United States in 
1973. According to Aguilar, the

_mosphere and crash on Earth. 


“There’s no doubt it (Skylab) is 
going to fall,” Aguilar says em- 
phatically. “It can come down any 
day after the end of March.” 

After reentering the atmosphere of 
Earth, Aguilar says Skylab “will start, 


- skipping like a stone, there could be 


1,000 miles of burning debris.” 

Aguilar explains the eight-story 
satellite could crash almost 
anywhere, including South America, 
Africa, China, South Australia or the 
United States. 

“If it lands on me, it lands on me,” 
Aguilar remarks ruefully. “No one is 
going to live forever.” 

Preceding the Skylab program was 
“Journey Into Darkness.” “It was just 
to get people ready for the eclipse,”’ 
says Aguilar. The eclipse was visible 
in.

Writer protests draft 


To the Editor: 

The compulsory registration of American youth 
under a revised Selective Service system now 
seems likely before 1980. Why a draft? The 
Pentagon bases its personnel requirements on a 
scenario involving a non-nuclear war between 
NATO and Warsaw Pact nations. According to 
nuclear experts, however, such a war would ‘’go 
nuclear’’within the first five to 10 days, first with 
tactical’ nuclear weapons, but with rapid 
escalation to an‘all-out holocaust as one side or the 
other saw itself losing by not using its more 
high-powered weapons. 

Draft registration was suspended in 1975 after 
massive resistance, but could be renewed at 
any time the President orders it, or Congress, if 


viewpoint were mailed to those who might oppose 
that view. After that the were on their own. 

In the past the ASHC has seen fit to give fair 
hearing to both sides of any issue or election it 
sponsored on campus. Such was the case with 
Barbara Shipnuck and Ed Norris. In the case of 
farm mechanization, however, the ASHC seems to 
have abandoned their role of arbitrator for one 
advocate. 


Our student government has a constitution 
calling for the promotion of student participation 
in school affairs. The Constitution does not give the 
ASHC the right to decide the worth of any one 
political or social group over that of any other.

they choose to revise the draft law. Among the 
proposals for draft registration is one to lower the 
age of registration from 18 to 16. Other plans 
include registering women, having high school 
counselors serve as draft registrars, and increasing 
the legal penalities for not registering. 


The Pentagon and Congress continue to argue 
over the best way to maintain a gigantic standing 
army without ever asking or answering the 
question of why we néed so many people in 
uniform. Another proposal being kicked around by 
Congress is to establish what is called Universal 
National Service, which would be operating on a 
larger scale than the draft was, and would require 
everyone of a certain age to choose between 
involuntary civilian ‘‘or’‘ military service, no more 
exemptions as under the old draft. 


With the U.S. and the large multinational 
corporations being pushed in a corner around the 
world, as our puppet regimes fall one after 
another, the U.S. will no doubt continue to 
“‘militarize’’ the American people. 


So, unless, the American people change our 
country and push for an‘end to the domination of 
our political and economic life by the large 
multinationals and the Pentagon, these powerful 
forces will lead us all down the road to ruin by 
committing ever increasingly drastic and 
adventuristic military acts.

realignment of the management 
staff, said Larry Elder, dean of 
instruction. The plan, as outlined by 
Elder, would involve the elimination 
of the 10 department chairpersons

Five 
associate deanships would be created 
that, in Elder’s words, ‘‘would put 
the academic decisions closer to the 
faculty.’’ 

Objection to the plan was raised 
immediately by instructor Barney 
Muldoon’ who — maintained that, 
‘There is no way that this will be 
cheaper. Your (Elder’s), statement 
about getting closer to the 
instructional staff is a joke.’’ 


Trustees also discussed selling 


' property which the school district 


owns in the Boronda area. Money 
received from the sale of such 
property goes into various district 
budgets for the benefit of the 
students. Trustee Schwefel pointed 
out that the property would soon 
become a prime development 
location and as. such could greatly 
increase in value. The board voted to 
seek an independent apraisal and to 
make known. its intent to sell the 
property at some point in the future. 
In response to student suggestions 
both Kasavan and Hartnell president 
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Aguilar: ‘People are just caught up in 
other activities.” 

Aguilar describes the planetarium 
as ‘‘average,’’” one of 4,600 
planetariums in colleges. ‘It’s not a 
unique thing that is just on a few cam- 
puses,” says Aguilar. 

A major production in the works is 
“Childhood’s End,” being produced 
in conjunction with several other 
companies. Written by Aguilar, the 
show is based on the science fiction 
classic ‘‘Childhood’s End,” by Arthur 
C. Clarke. 


The show deals with the possibility 
of aliens landing on Earth and 
assuming control, Taking part in the 
production are Ohio State University, ° 
Griffith Observatory in Los Angeles 
and Fleischmann’s Company in Reno. 
The planetarium program will 
premiere at Hartnell, and then tour 
various other planetariums.
